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Loudon, Oktober 26- 
HE Advices by every Mail fhewing that Affairs 
in the Ferrareze draw nearer daily to an open 
War between the Entperour and the Pope, I think ic 
not unfeafonable to offer tothe Publick a few Objer- 
yations on a Subject which at prefent occalions fo much 
and various Difcourfe ; in Hope they may be fervice- 
able in fome little Meafure to the common Caufe. 
J am unwilling to run into long Digretlions from the 
ordinary Bufinefs of this Paper, and therefore thall con- 
tent my felf with barely fetting the Cafe in a due 
Light ; chiefly by felecting and putting together cer- 
tain Fats, which having been related at ditterent and 
diftant Times, and fomewhat obfcurely, in the com- 
mon News-Papers, may have flip’d the Memory or Jefe 
but flight Imprcflions on the Mind of moit Readers, 
who not attending heedfully tothe Thread of publick 
Occurrences, cannot at lait wind the whole up toge- 
ther: Without which, ‘tis impoflible to form_a found 
Judgement of any Affair. 
E ia any, Cafe it can be deem’d the Pope’s pecu- 
lier Office to judge of ‘Temporal Affairs by Spi- 
titual Rules, certainly never did any Queftion 
fall fo properly under his Cogaizance and re- 
quire his impartial Judgment, as that of the 
Claims of the Houfes ofAuftria and Bourbon to the Suce 
ceffion of the Spanith Monarchy. Nothing can be more 
apparent, than that the Pretentions of the Houfe of 
Bourbon are built on the Breach of a Treaty and Re- 
nunciation which were founded on Oaths and Prote- 
ftations the moft expreis and binding that human Rea- 
fon could invent, or Reverence for the divine Majefty 
enforce. Before the Altar; in the (believ’d) real Pre- 
fence of the Deity, in the moft Sacred and plain Words, 
and with all the awful Ceremonies of Religion; with 
a great Concourfe of Men, and all the Holt of Heaven 
calf'd to atteft the folemn A&; did Lewis XIV Re- 
nounce and Difclaim for ever, for himfelf and his Po- 
fterity, the Spanifh Succeffion. Yet did this Lewis, 
* Artifice and’ Fraud intrude his Grandfon into the 


rone of Spain. - Orher Potentates might take the _ 


Freedom to govern themfelves by the Rules of human 
Policy, in the Point of acknowledging King Philip or 
not. But furely ir became the Vicar of Jefus Chrift, to 
weigh the Merits of a Caufe that turn’d abfolutely on 
the Queftion, whether in the coarfeft Contempt of his 
divine Mafter the moft facred Ties of his holy Religi- 
on might be broke through like Spiders Webs, and 
the moft rever'd Rizes of the Church proftituted to 
ferve the bafeft human Ends ; in fhort, whether down- 
right Perjury and Pofleflion fraudulently obtain’d could 
give Right. If the World might not require from the 
Santtity and Zeal of St. Peter’s Succeflor, that he 
thould have afferted the Caufe ofhis God and his Religi- 
on; at Jeaft they might expect that human Modefty, 
facerdotal Decency, and the Dignity of the Ca- 
rater of Common Father of the Church, would have 
kept him if not intirely neutral, at leaft from declaring 
in favour of the Party, which to his Spiritual Judg- 
ment, however it might be difguis’d to fecular Eyes, 
muft have appear’d to be moft notorioufly and detefta- 
bly in the Wrong. , 

Yet, Atthe Time this Pope was advane'd to the A- 
poftolical Chair, the Duke of Anjou being on his Jour- 
ney to Spain, wrote a Leiter of Compliments: to his 
Holynefs from Bourdeaux, in the End of December 
#700: This his Holynefs anfwer'd fo ipeedily as in the 
Reginning of the following February ; and without 
longer hetitating on a Point of fo much Importance, 
ave him the Style of Catholick King. 

Had the Pretenfions of the two Houfes been in all 
aetpetts of equal or even difputable Validity, and dif- 
ficult to decide ; the World might in that Cafe expe& 

t the holy Father would have had fome Regard to 
thePerfonal Merits of his two contendingSons. The Ems 
Perour had all his Life carry’d himfelf affeionately and 
durifully to the holy See;the King of France had infyl- 
ted it with the greateft Indignicy.. Never was a more bru~ 
tal Contempt thewn of the Pope’s Temporal Sove- 
Yaignty and Authority, than by the Marquis de Lavar- 

in Ambaffador of France; who by his Mafter’s Or- 
ers enter’'d Rome with anumerous Arm’d Retinve as in 
Triumph whether Pope Innocent XI ( whofe Se- 
Cretary the prefent Pope was) would or no; af- 
umd Exemption from his Holinefs’s Jurifdiion 


even under the Windows of his own Palace , in’ 
which he ina Manner befied’d him ; and not only. 


raignty and the ordinary Exercife of his Autho 
rity over a great Partof the City of Rome it felf And 
as for the Spiritual Bower of the Pope, never was fo 
greata Blow offer’d ro it fincethe Days of ourkienry VIII, 
as by the Four Propofitions of the Atiembly of the 
Clergy of France. But in all Probability the very 
Crimes of the French King were his Merit in this Oc- . 
calion, and thofe A&ions of his fhewing him not a 
little difpos’d to rejeét the Supremacy of the Bifhop of 
Rome on any Provocation confiderable enovgh to af-, 
ford a plautible Pretext, movd the wary Pontiff to 
prefer his lnterefts to the Emperous’s, who he kuew | 
muft neceffarily and would fimply and beartily pre- 
lerve his Retpett for the Holy See notwithftanding all 
il] Ufage, hisisthe Way of the World: Thoie of 
whom Men are jealous, they footh ; thofe whom they _ 
know muft and will abide by them, they flight: Andf . 
with it were not fo vilible, that a Nation. may be un- 
generoufly too much ated by that frail Principle. 

But, to keep clofe to what I am about, The Pope’s, 
early and heady Acknowledgment of King Philip V 
has been the Root of more Mifchief to the common _ 
Caufe than is eafy to imagine. And had he fince given 
no open Inftances of further Partiality ; yet let any Man 
contider, the Bigotry of the Spanith Nation, the Num-_ 
bers of Eccefiafticks f{pread through that Country, and 
in all other Parts of the Spanifh Dominions ; let him 
alfo confider what a refin'd Machine the Ronifly 
Hierarchy is,how ftrong yet how fecret its Wheels, how 
much yet how imperceptibly a€tuated by its Head ; let. 
him but add to this, the natural Impulfe the Pope mutt 
feel, to promote for his own Sake the Party he had 
once unjuftly own’d, that he might never fall under 
the Vengeance he muft dread becaufe fo inuch deferv'd, 
from the other fhould it prevail ; I fay let thefe Things. 
be confider’d, and I prefume no Man can doubr, that 
thofe who have had the Condu& of the Confsiences of 
King Charles's Subje&ts, have made as dangerous a War 
againft him, as thofe who have led his Enemy's Ar- 
mies : Nor need I fay with what Succefs, or if [ 
needed. themeeek far for Inftances ; The Lofs of Ghenr 
and Bruges flafh it full in our Eyes. 

But to go on with our Fas. Towards the End of 
1701, his Holinefs fent Cardinal Archinto as his Legate 
a Latere to Nice, to compliment the Confort of King’ 
Philip on her Marriage. And in 1702, King Philip 
coming to Naples, the | ope fent Cardinal Charles Bar- 
berini ashis Legate a Latere with a Magnificent Retinue 
to compliment him there. 

Upon Prince Eugene’s great Succeffes in the begin- 
nig of the War in Iraly, the Pope found it neceflary 
to carry himfelf outwardly with all Indifference, with 
refpe& to the two Armies. Butin June 1704, when 
the French had much the Superiority, and the Impe- 
rialifts retird for their Security into the Ferrareze. 
whither the French follow’d them; the Pope declard 
he would Excommunicate thofe Troops of either Party, 
who fhould.not retire out of his Territories. Here- 
upon the French march’d out of the Ferrareze, and 
2 or 3 Days after the Imperialifts did the like, on the 
Affurances. given them on the Part of the Pope by 
Cardinal Aftalli Legate of Ferrara, that the French 
fhould not return into it, and that his Troops fhould 
take Poffeflion of all their Pofts: Butno fooner were 
the Imperialifts gone, than Count Paulucci Brother of 
the Pope’s Chiet Minifter, who commanded his Ho- 
linefs’s Forces, permitted the French, without any Re- 
fiftance, to take Poffleffion of the Poftsthey had quit. 
ted. By this Treachery the Imperialifts being difpof- 
fefs'd of the advantagious Roft of Figarola in particu- 
Jar, could no longer defend Oftiglia, and maintain 
themfelves on the lower Po; but in Confequence were 
foon after forc’d to quit all Lombardy and retire into 
the Trentin. The Motiyes which induc’d the Po 


‘to ufe this unfair Condu& towards the Imperialifts in 


the Ferrareze, were, not only their weak Condition ; 
but at.the fame Time the Duke of Savoy was hard put 
tc it in Piemont by the Duke of Vendome; and in 
Germany the Ele&tor of Bavaria and the Marthal de 
Tallard had joyn’d; fo that his Holynefs had no little 
Caufe tothink the French would carry all before them 
And indeed, nothing but the moft feafonable and hap~ 
py Vi&tory of Blenheim, could have retriev’d the vifie 
thy finking Caufe of the Allies. But P (leaving this. 
feeming Digreffion as to his Holinefs’s Motives) ¥ 
muft obferve in Faé, that he did not Excommunicate 
the French Troops on this Occafion, as according to his” 
breats be ought however liberal he hac

'o proceed, The Pope has not only all along favour'd 
punt, in Matters of Compliment; but has done 
him molt effential and folid Services, By recommending 
his Intercfts in Letters exprefly wricten to the Clergy 
of Spain, (which thing alone muft have been of mighty 
Bencfit to him;) by readily allowing and confirming 
his Nomination to sifhopricks and otner Ecclefiaftical 
Benefices, not only in Spain, but in Naples and the 
State of Milan while they were in his Poffeffion, (which 
Defpofal of Ecclefiaftical Prefermeats, wein England 
are i think pretry we!l qualified to judge is of no little 
Advantage to any Prince ;) and by auchorizing him to 
raile- by a Tax on the Clergy of his Domimons the 
Tench of their Revenues. 

Such, in general,has been the Pope's Carriage towards 
the Houfe of Bourbon: Now ict us lec now he has 
treated that of Aultria in Cafes nearly parallel ; for to 
enumerate others would lead me too tar. 

He not oily refus'd in 1751 to let the Imperial 
Ambaflador at his Court, the Count de Lamberg, put 
up the Picture of Ciarles If, as Archduke only, in his 
own Palace; but fince the Milancze came under the 
Obedience of that Monarch, as well by Vircue of a 


Treaty with France as by Arms, wal not fuf&r his 


Picture as King co be put up ia tite Courch of sz. Carlo 
al Corfe. 

His Holynefs refus’d to fend any Legate a Latere, or 
other Perfon, to compitment tire Bride of King Charles 
ur her Paifage through Italy. 

He excommunicated the Emperour's Officers for 
levying Contributions in the Iipertal Bees of Parma 
and Piacenza, which the French had before for a loag 
time ravag'd impunibly. Ae 

-He snaitiptied Diificulties, and made tedicus Delays, 
before he would allow King Charles [il the Nomi- 
nation to Beneficesin the Countries which have beea 
reduc’'d to his Obedience: Aad all the while was in- 
flacncing the Clergy to pervert the Minds cf the 
People, and fap the Foundations of all Loyalry to their 
lawtul King. This appearing but too plainly; and 
even that his Catholick Majetty’s faid Subjects were 
perpetually incited to an open Revolt, by Ecclefiafticks 
who have large Benefices and Penfions in Naples and 
the Milaneze and relide at Rome, ‘twas found neceffary 
to Sequefter very lately the Revenues of thofe abient 
Ecclefiafticks, that his Catholick Majefty might be no 
longer differv’d and betray’d by thofe who ow'd,fome to 
his beneficent Prote&ion,others even to his Munificence, 
the Means of doing him Mifchief. : 

Laftly, For a convincing Proof of the Pope’s Partia- 
lity ; his Holynefs was pleas’d to own fignally his En- 
gagements with the Houfe of Bourbon, and his Defigns 
againft the Houfe of Auftria and the Common Caute, 
by ordering publick Prayers and Proceffions (affifting 
at them himfelf,) to implore from Heaven good Succets 
to the Expedition of the Pretender to Scotland, which 
would have ruin’d the Alliance, and given the fatal 
Blow to the Liberties of Europe. Thofe Devotions 
were ceftainly perform'd, beyond all Difpute: Bur 
that he furniih’d Money towards the Charge of that 
Expedition, is not fo ealy for me to prove, as "tis rea- 
fornable for all the World to fufpe& from his conftant 
inveterate Conduét towards the Houfe of Auftria. 

- And thus I am brought to the True Caute of the 
prefent open Variance between the Emperour and the 
Pope. 

His Imperial Maiefty and his Brother King Charles 
endur’d with great Patience the notorious Partiality of 
hisHolynefs for the Houfe of Bourbon during this War, 
tho’ that Parciality was of infinite Prejudice to their 
Affairs and in Confequence to the Common Caufe. 
But this laft Proceeding of his, in Relation to the Ex- 
pedition to Scotland, did not only moft fenfibly affe& 
them and the Duke of Savoy (againit whofe juft Pre- 
tentions in Ecclefiaftical Affairs wirhin his own Domi- 
nions the Pope had fulminated his Ceafures;) but was 
refented with due Indignation by the Court of Great 
Britain. Tia Word, at the Solicitations of that Court, 
the Emperour was determin’d, in Concert with the 
Duke of Savoy, to revive his old Pretenfions to Co- 
macchio ; in Order to check the Petulancy of the Ro- 
man Poutiff; obtain tome Satisfatzion for the Injuries 
the Houfe of Auftria and its Allies have receiv’d from 
him ; and oblige him to enter into fuch Meafures, with 
refpeé to the unqueftionable Rights and prefene Acquis 
fitions of his Cataolick Majeliy, as ce Equity of the 
particular Cafe, the general Reafon of Things, and the 
Peace and Welfare of Naples and the Milané@ae’with 
the firm Eftablithment of the Authority of their lawful 
Severaign, do juftly and neceffatily require. And tho’ 
the Pope has causd his Tioops and subje€&ts to draw 

| Blood in the Lerrareze, yet his ‘Imperial Ma- 
jefty choofing rather the Way of Neégociation than of 
the Sword has fent Order to the Marquis de 
Price, emontefe Lord, to go to Rome, and learn. plain- 
ly from che Pope bimlelf,’ whether he will have: Peace 
or Was, which are abfolutely at hisown Chéics, Jn the 
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mean time, the good Difpofition of the E 
the Duke of Savoy, are from 
peated Orders fentefince the Expedition againft Scor. 
Jand to Sir John Leake, to be executed om the Coat of 
Civita Vecchia by the Brittifh Squadron im the Medi. 
terranean, have not been thus'long -but at his 
Imperial Majefty’s and his Royal Highnefs’s Infance 
and Requeft, that it may firft be teen whether the Pope 
will abfolutely reject the Negociation offer'd on 
Part of his Imperial-Majefty. 7 
I think my felf very forcunate, that while 
ing the Emperour and the Duke of Savoy 
ted by the Court of Great Britain to call 
fome Account for the great Differvices he 
War been doing to them and their Allies, and to pres 
vent his going on in the fame unjuft Way, I am alfo 
able to fay, That by the Reduétion of the Iflands of 
Sardinia and Minorca fince this Affair was fet on Foe: 
and the fending Sir George Byng with fo ftrong a Squa- 
dron to the Mediterranean to relieve Sir 
they have demonftrated their fincere Refolutions to fup- 
port his Imperial Majefty in this Quarrel. And as for 
ro | own Pact Lam very fac from defiring that this War 
(if the Pope will have it one) fhould be puth'd on to 
great Extremities; fo no Man can doubt, that Great 
Britain, and Holland (whence alfo a good Squadron will 
foon be fent to the Mediterranean,) whofe Equity and 
Moderation are as refulgent as their naval Powers are 
formidable, will eafily iatisfy the Potentates of Italy; 
(with whom they have no inconfiderable mutual In- 
terefts,) that no more is intended, or fhall be. done, 
than to bring the Pope to agree to fuch fair and reafon- 
able Conditions, as are indifpenfibly neceffary for the 
grand Alliance to require of him. :
